VI. OhferVations on the Clap of Sweet Taftes , made hy 
comparing the Taftes of Sweet (plants with Monfteur 
L Emery' s Chymica! Jnalyfts of them , in his Trea- 
tife of Brags, hy Sir John Floyer. 

1 Obferve that by our Tafxe we may difeern all the Chy- 
mical Principles in Plants before their elimination, and 
that for want of a due ohfervation- of their Taftes, Mr 
V Emery has not fully deferibed the Chymica! Principles 
which Plants do yield in Diftillafion. 

All Watery Plants fhew their Phlegm as well to the 
Tafte as in Diftillaiion 5- and in all cry woody Taftes we 
obferve the ..Earth, as well as We can by the Chymica! 
Analyfis. 

B y the Mucilage and 'Gutnmynefs, or Oily Tafte, 
we diftinguifh the Ov! of Plants, as well as by Diftilla- 
tion- 

The Aromatics! Smell (hews us the volatility of the Oyl 
and Sal? of Plants, and-by theioetidnefs we alfo know that 
the Oyl and Salt are in a volatile hate. 

By the acrimony and pungency-we know, that there is a 
Volatile Salt in Plants, and by their burning tafte we find- 
there is a Corrcfve Salt in them. 

By a crude rough Acidity we obferve the Tartar,, or 
eflential Salt of Plants $ but if the Acidity be of a Vinous 
fine!!, we obferve- that *tis of middle {fate of Digeftion, 

and 
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and may be called a Vinous Tartar, and the Crude Tartar 
an Acerb Tartar, but if the Tartar had a pungent finell, 
then his a Volatile Tartar, or Acid Acrid.Tartar* 

I will next defcribe the principles obfervable in Sweet 
Taftes, and their feveral Claffes, but muftfirftobferve that 
Sweet Taftes fhew their Oyl by their flimy fmoot turfs,and 
their Tartar is evident in their extracts, as in the Juice of 
Liquorifh. 

1. The Grafs Cweetens gramen caninum have much ef~ 
fential Salt and moderate Oyl, Juncus equifetum , arundo, 
typha, nymphxa , are all of the Rufh kind, fweet and rough, 
and fome of them have more Oyl, others more Acid, and 
that the raoft crude have more Oyl than Tartar. 

2. The Corn Sweets, as Barley, Rye, Wheat, Oats, 
Rice, Millet, have much Oyl and effential Salt, and a lit¬ 
tle Volatile : So Bread yields Oyl and Effential and Vola¬ 
tile Salt. 

Note, that Fermentation or the Fire produces the Vola¬ 
tile Salt, by exalting the Tartar into a Volatile Salt y and 
the flimy mealinefs in Corn fupplies the Oyl. Tragopogon 
and Scorzonera are referable to the Grafs, and contain 
much Oyl, and effential Salt, 

3. The Subacrid Sweets,as Ramp ions, campanula , tracheli - 
urn, contain much Oyl and effential Salt, but the Acrimony 
in thefe Plants fhews a Volatile Salt not defcribed by the 
Chymift. 

4; The Ferns contain Oyl and Effential Salt, as Polypo¬ 
dy y but the Acrid principle is not obferved by the Chy¬ 
mift, nor the fragrancy in Harts Tongue, Ofmunda and the 
Capillaries have more Oyl than Salt, becaufe more mucilagi¬ 
nous and crude. 

5. All the Leguminous flimy Sweets have more Oyl than 
Tartar, but all much of both, as Broom, Ononis, Aquile- 
gia, fumaria , Afparagus, rufcus , thal'itfrum , polygonatum 
na, gdega , lathyrm, luteola , peridytnenum , glyciriza, pfylli • 
um } much Oyl and Volatile or Effential Salt* 
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Beans and Peas and Lentils have alfo a Volatile Salt and 
lens aquatica. Note, that fince there is no Acrimony in 
thefe Seeds, the Volatile Salt is produced by the Fire 

The Aromatic Legumens, as Mdilotus , have an exalted 
Oyl, and effential Salt. 

Periciymenum is deferibed to have only effential Salt and 
Oyl, but fince there is an Aromatic Oddr in the flavour, 
and a great Acrimony, there mufi be feme degree ol Vola¬ 
tile Salt in it. 

Fenagreke and Meadow Trefoyl have much Oyl and lit¬ 
tle Salt,and fo has Ophicglojfum pingtiicula &confolida regalls. 

6 . The f'weet Nuts, as Almonds, have much Oyl and 
effential Salt, but the bitter have more Salt than the 
fweet Almonds, therefore ’tis probable that the Tartar a- 
bounds more in all bitters, and that Tartar is the effect of 
a higher digeftion, and the crudeft Taftcs, as Styptics, 
Sweets and Slimes have leaft of it. So Chefnuts and 
Beech-nuts have much Oyl and little Salt, FiJherds are 
defer/bed to have effential Salt, and a little Volatile as well 
as Oyl 5 but it feems no probability that one may have it, 
and none in any of the other. 

7. The Sweet Acid or Vinous Taffes have much Oyl and 
effential Salt, as Prunes, Cherries, Strawberries,- Rasber- 
jies. The variety ol the Taffes ol thefe Fruits (hews the 
different digeffions and mixtures, tho the principles are the 
fame. 

The Sweet Vifcous Fruits, as Sebeftens, have little ef¬ 
fential Salt, and much Oyl. 

8. The Sweet Aromatic Burning Taffes contain a Vola¬ 

tile Salt and Oyl, as Schenanthus > Ginger, Zed-Oary, 
Cubebs, Cardamums, Vaynillas, contrayerva calamus arc - 
maticus 3 but thefe lollowing are miftaken by the Chymiff, 
who fay that Cojlus amarus, dulck, cyperus, galanga. Orris, 
have a Volatile Oyl, but effential Salt only, lor Orris is 
Acrid and Aromatic as well as the reft, and therefore there 
is both Volatile Salt and Oyl in them, and alfo an effential 
Salt from.thelr fweetnefs. 9. The 
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9. The fweet Acrid Aromaticks of the Facnil Clafs have all 3 . 
Volatile Salt and a Volatile Oyl, as Angelica, Lovage, Parfly, 
Meum, Dill. Note, The Leaves and Roots of Freni 1 contain a 
Volatile Oyl and Eflential Salt, the Seed a Volatile Oyl and Sait 
but lince the Roots and Leaves have a pungent Tafte, there is allb 
a Volatile Salt in them, tho the Chymift do not obferve it. 

All the parts of Carraways have the odor of'Punaifes, except 
the Seed ; from whence I may infer, that the foetid Plants have 
the fame principles as the Aromatics, viz. a Volatile Oyl and 
Salt; and this is confirmed by other feetids which have them, as 
Rue and AJfa fcetida , and Vulvaria. Feuccdanum is delcioed off 
a bitter acid Tafte, with, the odor of Pitch, and muft have a Vola¬ 
tile Salt, tho V Emery deferibes only its eflential Salt and Oyl: 
So in Smallage he deferibes only the eflential Salt and Oyl, but 
its Acrid Tafte manifefts the Volatile Salt. 

io. The Sweet Gums, as Manna, Sarcocolla, contain much 
Oyl and eflential Sait tho Honey and Sugar have more eflential 
Salt than Oyl * by which we may obferve how much eflential Salt 
is in all Sweets, and why they are apt to turn fowre, and ferment ^ 
and from fuch fweet Gums all fweet Plants have their Acid and 
Oyl upon Diftillation. 

n. Citrulls. Melons, Gourds, Cucumbers, Which are bitter 
Sweets, and very mucilaginous, contain much Oyl and little Salt. 

Since the whole Clafles of Sweet Plants contain an Oyl and Ef 
fential Salt, fome morefome lefs of both, the Vertues of the feve- 
ral fweet Taftes can never be explained by the Chymical Princi¬ 
ples, and no new Virtues by them is difeovered ; therefore all the 
advantage we ha ve obtained by tbefe Chymical Difti Rations is only to 
fhew the nature of Sweetnefs in generally difeovering the principles 
contained in fweet Plants,and this is a greater advantage to Natural 
Philofophy than to Phyfick, to which the tailing of Plants is more 
ufeful. 

By theTafte we diftinguifh the Sweets into their feveral Clafles, 
and we difeern tempers and digeftion, and mixture of their princi¬ 
ples, and 'hence eafily guefs at their effefls in Animals, and hr 
theTafte we diftinguifh the different .flute of both the Oyl arid 
Acid in Plants of different fweet Taftes ^ whereas the Chymifts 
obferve no difference of the Tartar Acid, whether it be Acerb, or 
Vinous, or Volatile j nor of the fweet Oyls from the bitter and 
fltmy. 
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By the Tafte we diftinguifh the Acrid and the Acid Salts, which 
mix in diftillationj and they are not well difttnguifhed by the 
Chymifts. 

By the Tafte we difcern when the Fire makes new products and 
mixtures, not naturally found in Plants • for in Corn, Beans, 
Peas, Bread, Fire produces a Volatile Salt not obfervaole in them 
before : And a Volatile Salt is drawn from the Ices of Wine by 
the Fire; and Leven yields alfo a Volatile Salt; whereas before 
in Corn only an Oyl and Acid were obfervecl ; and ’tis probable 
that the Tartar is Volatilized, both by the Fermentation and the 
Fire. 

Coffee is a Be3n by its Tafte and Cods, and acquires a Volatile 
Salt by reading; but L’ Emery only rrentions its Oyl and fixed 
Salr upon Diftill tion, but the fixed Salt is the effect of Fire, and 
its virtue depends on the Volatile. 

No more Chvmiftry is net diary for the difeovery of the Phyfi- 
cal Vertues of Plants, than to make Decoctions of them in fair 
Water, arid to olfeive the Taftes and other fenfible qualities of 
thofe Decoctions, and from them to take the natural hints for the 
tjyal of their Virtues on Animal Bodies. I will confine my felf to 
the Oafs of Sweet 'I aftes, and give an account of feveral E)ecopti¬ 
ons made in all the fpecies of fweet Plants, and add fome Taftes 
I had not formerly deferibed fully, and fuch reafons as induced me 
to p ! xe them in the Clafs of Sweet Hants. 

I nope thefe objections againft Decoflions, that the Volatileparts 
eyp're, and the mucilage diflblving in the Water obfcures the 
Tafte : I therefore do confefs, that Plants are heft t3fted in their 
natural ftate to difeover all their Vertues, but thefe Deceptions do 
help to confirm our Taftes, and difeover the great variety of Me¬ 
dicines which may be made from Sweet Taftes. Note, that all 
Deceptions muft be tailed cold. 

A Defcription of the Taftes and other fenfble qualities in 

the Deco&ions of Plants of the Sweet clafs. 

i. T"*He Grafs Sweets, under which are contained all forts of 

I Grades and Rufhes, Reeds and Corn ; I refer Kymphca 
Alba to the Rufhes, both for its figure and tafte, which is crude 
and ftyptic, with a bitterifhnefs in the Seed 5 but the Powers are 
Jike Lillies of a fweet fmell, and mucilaginous, fwcer, ftvDtic in 
Tafte. 


I 
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1 boyled Horfe-tayl a handful in a pint of Water, and I found 
the Decoction to tafte very Styptic with a bitterifhnefs, and tl.e 
Decocfton looked like Small Beer, the Tafte being like Re flies : 
I concluded it to be of the fame Oafs. The Styptic Virtue is ufc- 
ful for all Fluxes. 

P lant ago aquatic a boyled in Water gave a Cauftic Acrid Tafte, 
joyned with a crude rufh Tafte * the Decoction was greenifn and 
pale. This Cauftic Acrimony is ufefiil hi the Scurvy and Droply. 
It is aranunculm , by its capitula eebinata , as well as by its Aui- 
mony. 

JNympb<ea lutea has a fweet Aftringent luftre in the Flowers, 
with an Acrid fmeli like Creffes. 

A Reed is of a fweet bitter and mucilaginous Tafte, it abftcrges. 
by the nit ter without Acrimony, and cools by the Mucilage Sub- 
acrid Styptic, bv which tis a Rufh. 

Sagittara is Sweet, Subacrid and Styptic, by which it is a Rufh* 

Aiga Marina is Subacrid and Sweet, and fomething Styptic, i 

Yucus is of a fwee.. Saltilh Tafte. 

The Palm-Tree is Sweet and Styptic, and becaufe of this Tafte 
and its folia aruniimcea , 1 refer it to the fweet .Styptic * a fweet 
Vinous Juice flows from its Bark being wounded, the Imma¬ 
ture Fruit is very Styptick,.but the mature fweet,.vifcid, vinous, and 
i ubaftringent, proper for Fluxes. 

Wine, Vinegar and Sugar are made from, the fweet Juice. 

The Infpiffite juice of the Palm Tree is the Terra Japonic ^ 
whofe fubltance is gummofe, and of a bitterifh Styptic Tafte, and 
aifo of a fweet Tafte, and of a grateful odor. Boyl |j of Terra 
Japanica in fbj of Water, and fweeten it for a Cough or Loofenefs* 

Leven is obTerved by JEtius to be cool by its acidity, to be hot 
being putrid, and alfo to have fome Virtue from the Salt and Flow¬ 
er. He obferves that Beer is hotter than Barley, and becaufe of 
its petrifaction ’tis of an ill juice ^ and he alfo obferves, its 
Windinefs depends on the. Air included in it and the Waterifh 
Beer and the Acid is cooling. 

All thefe Virtues were difeovered by the fenfible qualities of 
Leven and Beer, without Chymiftry. And we. may obferve that 
what we call Fermentation in. them, was called by JEtius a Pu- 
mfaction. We have rectified the notion, and given it a new name, 
but the. A orients knew the nature and effeffs of Fermentation as- 
well as the Modems and ’tis that which gives the different (fates 
of the principles in Plants, and the feveral ftates ate beft.dif cover, 
ed by our Taftes and Sences, f bovl.. 
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I bovled Grumen fpica Jecalma , and the Deco&ion was of a 
fweec, 'mucilaginous and ltyptic Tafte. 

The Roots oi'Grais have fomeching of Acrimony and Aflriclion, 
but the Deco&ion taltes fmooth and fweetifh. The green Leaves 
of Grafs are fweet and fryptic. The Decoction of the Water was 
of a pale colour. 

The Seedd of Grafs are more diuretick and binding, I made a 
Decoction of them, which refembled Water-gruel. 

Paronychia foliis rutacek muft be referred to the Grafles, be- 
caule of its fweetnefs. 

■2. Quere whether Rapuneulus be not of the Sweet Clafs, 
becaufe the whole Plant is Sweet and Milky, and for that both are 
given to Nurfes to increafe Milk. The Roots of the rampions 
are fomething Hyp tic and cooling, and proper againft Inflamations. 

Scurzonera and Tragnpogon are referable to the Grafles, becaufe 
of their geniculate Stalks, their Grafly Leaves, fweet Taftes and 
Milky Juice, the Decoction was fmooth afidof a pale colour. 

Pr ache hum is alfo Sweet, Milky, Subacrid, and Bitterifh, of the 
.fame clals. 

■}. The fweet mucilaginous and crude Lychnk , the decoction of 
Alfine , is fweetifh and mucilaginous, the colour pale like Small 
Beer. I could obferve no aftringency in Alfine. I boyled |j in a 
pint of Water, it hath a cooling and moyftning quality like com¬ 
mon Lychnis. Diofcorides fays, Chickweed being bruifed has the 
fmell of a Cucumber. 

All the common Lychnis's are bitter fweets.and them I lhall re¬ 
fer to the clals of Bitters, tho their joynted Stalks and Sweetnels 
may juftly place them here, yet their chief Phyfical Virtue is from 
their Bitternefs. 

4. The Sweet Bitterifh Styptic, and Subacrid Fern. 

I boyled |j of Fern Roots in ifcj of Water to half, the Tafte was 
very Styptic and Bitterifh, the Colour Citron. 

The Mucilage and Stypticity make Fern an excellent Vulnerary, 
and Styptic in all Fluxes: the young Buds rubbed in the Fingers 
dwell fomething like a Kernel, or the Laurel fmell. 

Dryopteris is delcribed Aftringentand Sweet, Acid and Bitterifh. 

Hemionitis has both Aftringency and Bitternefs. 

Adiauthutn album & nigrum are Sweet and Styptic,and fince Ex¬ 
perience fhews thefe to be good Pedorals, the other Ferns have 
the fame Pefloral Vertue, as Vulneraries. 

.tierniaria is deferibed as a Styptic. 

In 
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In Aiianthum there is fomething odorate. V Emery. 

Polypody is Bitterifh, Sweet and Aftringent, Naufeous and Sub- 
acrid and Slimy, it purges by this Tafte both Choler and Flegm. 

I boy led Harts Tongue in Ifej of Water to half ; it was of the 
colour "of Small Beer; the Tafte was Mucilaginous, Sweet, Styp¬ 
tic, with an Aromatick flavor of Rasberries or Orris, which is its 
Cordial Vertue, joyned with Stypticity and Mucilage, by which 
’tis proper for hot Hypochondriacs. 

The Roots of OJmunda are of a Subacrid and Bitterifh Tape, 
befides the Aftringency, by which they open, but the Aftringency 
much hinders that effefl. 

y. The Sweet, Acrid, Aromatics and Foetids, the Roots have 
more Sweetnefs and’Aromatic Acrimony than the Leaves, which 
are more crude the Seeds have moft Aromatic Acrimony. 

The Seeds of Siler montanum have an ungrateful fmeli like 
Cummin, and a Bitterifh Tafte. 

Eeucedanum is Bitter and Sweet. The Green Leaves of Corian¬ 
der are foetid like Eunaifes. 

Laferpitium is Acrid, Aromatic in Smell, and of a Sweet, Acrid, 
Aromatic Tafte. 

Sampire is - of an Acrid Aromatic Tafte, and the Smell of 
Smallage. 

Cumin is Acrid, Aromatic and Bitterifh, and of a difagreeable 
Smell. 

Dracumulus Hortenfis is fweet like Anis. 

ferula has an ungrateful Aromatic Odor. 

The Seed of Meum is bitter. 

Qacbrys is Bitter, Acrid, Aromatic. 

Cancalis and Daucus agree in Virtue and Tafte. 

Saxifragia pratenfis has a great Root, Sweet and Acrid * the 
Leaves are moft Aromatic, and the Seeds ; it refembles the Tafte 
of Parfly. 

The Leaves of Gingiiium are of a difagreeable ftrong fmell,and 
the Roots bitter. 

Tordylium is Sweet, Aromatic, gravi odore. 

Eerdpier is like Chervil, and fo is Eetten Veneris . 

I refer the Umbells to the Grafles, becaufe of their Sweetnefs 
and Joynted Stalks. Our Botanifts have omitted the lweet Tafte in 
Lome of them, which are bitter. Moft of them are of an Aroma¬ 
tic Smell and Tafte, but fome are foetid, virofe and fervid in 
their Tafte. 

Smyr. 
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Satyrnium Root has the fmell of Myrrh, with a Bitter Acrid 
'T and it helps the Urine and the Menfes like it. 

The colour of the Specifick Juice is various s 1 hyffehnum and 
Sefeh prat erfe have a Milk : The Ferula’s are Milky, or have a 
Saffron colour : Their Juices make Sagapenum and Gaibanum. 

The Juice of the Root of Peucedanum is reddilh, and is called 
Qpoponax odore piceo vinfo. 

The Root of Sypbondylium has a Saffron coloured Juice,ofa foetid 
and bitterifh Talte. 

Tis obfervedthat fome Seeds grow bitter by the fault of the 
foyl in which they grow. All of this clafs have a Volatile Oyl 
and Acrid Salt, by which they are diuretic, carminative, and 
pectoral, alfo by their fweetnefs, Emmenagogue, if foetid. 

I boyiedParfley Roots $j inffbj of Water, to half, the Talte was 
Sweet, and Acrid, Aromatic, the Colour pale. 

The Roots of Aleum are Acrid, and fmell Itrong j too much of 
it offends the Head. 

Libanotis has the fmell and tafte of the Seed of Angelica. 

Stum oiApinm paluftre fol. Oblongk has an odor of Bitumen on 
all the Plant. 

Thyflelinum is Bitter, Ingrate and Acrid. 

The Decoftion of Angelica Roots are bitterifh. Aromatic, Acrid, 
and of a yellowifh Colour. 

Imperatoria Roots decoded fmelled like Angelica, and tailed 
very Bitter and Acrid 5 of a green Colour. 

6 . The Sweet, Acrid, Terebinthinate and Styptic. 

Calamus , Nardus , Cyperus , agree in their Diuretic, Carmina¬ 
tive and Emmenagogue Virtue, and their Stypticity, &c. 

Calamus refembles a Reed * it is an Jcorus, the Tafte refers 
hies the Turpentine Plants, as well as its Cones. 

Juncus odor at us is a Rulh, with the fmell of a Rofe, when rub¬ 
bed of a Burning, Acrid, Aromatic and Bitterifh Tafte. 

Cyperus is of a pleafant Odor, like Lign. Aloes whilft it flow¬ 
ers, and of an Acrid, Aromatic, Bitterifh, Styptic Talte. 

Nardus refembles the flavor of Cyperus fixs Bitterilh,Aftringent, 
Acrid and Aromatic. 

The Roots of Cyperus are uled for Nardus. 

There is fome foetor in Valerian, Afurum, Serpent aria, whofe 
Roots have a little Sweetnels, with a Terebinthinate Bitter Acrid, 
and all of them refemble Spikenard odor is gravitate, and have the 
fame Diuretic, Carminative, Emmenagogue Vertue, andj are 
proper for Malignant Fevers * and a little Styptic. The 
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The Red Valerian has a crude Tafte in the Stalks and Leaves, 
the Flowers rubbed'fmell like Turpentine-, the Leaves fmell naufe- 
©us, foetid the Roots agree with Spikenard. Spica Celt ica and 
the Flowers of Valerian agree well. 

The Leaves of Wild Valerian boyled in Water yield a crude 
and foetid.MucUage. 

The Tin&ure of the Roots of Valerian, extra&ed with Spirit of 
Wine and Sal Armoniac, fines it much. 

The Roots of Afarum are Geniculate as Grades, and tafte very 
Acrid, Aromatic and Bitterifh * ’tis called Sylvcjlre Nardum, and 
for its flmilitude referrible to it. The Antients attributed the fame 
Virtue to Afarum as to Acorus y but more intenfeand ftrong. 

Galen obferved that Phu was an Odorate Root, like Naraum in 
virtue. 

Pliny obferved that Cyperus was a Gladiolus b'ulbofi radice , 
and like the Odor of Nardum. 

The Decoction of Ajcirum was greeniih, with a ftrong fmell of 
Spikenard, and Bitterifti Acrid. 

* The Deception ol Valerian Roots of the fame Tafte, but pale 
colour, and fmell of Spikenard, «but weaker * they feem to be of 
the fame Clafs. 

7. The Sweet, Fervid Acrid, Bitterifti, and Aromatic like Orris in 
Tafte. 

Tire Roots of Orris are Geniculate like Grafs. 

The Plorentine Roots are bitterilh and’ fweet, and of a burning 
Tafte. 

The Water Flag is burning and ftyptic, but of no fmell ; the 
Flowers of common Orris have an ill fmell, tho the Roots be Aro¬ 
matic. The whole Herb fmells like Elder whilft ’tis frefh bruifed, 
but when dry ’tis Odorate * it gives a Rasberry Tafte to Drinks, 
and purges. 

The great Galangal is Aromatic, Acrid, Burning and Bitterifh 
the Roots alfo geniculate, odoratein form like Cyperus.. 

The Roots of Acorus are geniculate, acrid, burning, bitterifh 
and aromatic it refembles Orris both in Leaves and Roots. 

Ginger is acrid, burning and aromatic like Pepper the Leaves 
are like Irk Pahifris. 

Zedoairy fmells like Camphire, and is of a ftrong Tafte, rather 
than iweet, ’tis very bitter, and lefs acrid-, but refembles Ginger. 

Ccftus is very burning, acrid and aromatic, and bitterifh s it 
agrees with the vertue of Orris, both in itsdifeuffing quality and 
deobfttudling. Sffffff Coflue 
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Co ft us Dulck has a fweet Tafte, and acrid$ but the hitter has 
an ungrateful kind of Tafte 5 but there is but one fpecies of Cojhts , 
the frefti is iweet and white, the old is bitter and biackilh. 

Gladiolus has a bulbofe Root, fweet, and moderately acrid or 
burning $ and the Leaves ate like Orris. 

Xyrs is of an ungrateful foetid odor, like Ciffikesj in form and 
figure like Orris. 

Cojius Arabic us is acrid, bitter and aromatic in Tafte. 

The Roots of Contrayerva frriell like Fig-leaves, are like Orris 
Roots in figure, they being chewed -, tafte Iweet, aromatic and 
acrid, and have alfo an aftringent Tafte. 

Cardammum has the Stalk and Leaves of a Reed, the Seeds in 
cods of a burning j acrid, bitterilh, aromatic Tafte. 

Amomum by its 'external figure and virtue agrees with Cardam'c- 
mum ; Lome reckon it like Acorus. 

Grann Paradifi are of a foetid and aromatic Tafte, betwixt Car¬ 
damoms and Pepper, and agrees with the fame in venue in Paraly¬ 
tic cafes.. 

The Grains ofParadice infufed in Wine gives the odor of Quinces. 
Salmon. 

The.Roots of our yellow Flag are targe and reddifh$ our Coun¬ 
trymen ferape them and pound them, then mix them with Milk, 
and give them twice to a Dog, as an infallible Medicine againft 
the bite of a Mad Dog. A perfon who took them told me they 
did not purge, but tailed very rough: The Decoftion is ot a’reddifh 
colour, and rough. 

8. The Sweet Mucilaginous Pea taftes, or Legumens. 

I hoyled Vtcia jj in ibj of Water to it{$, which tailed fweet and 
crude ftyptic, the colour was pale and greenifh. 

I boy led hens Palufirk in the fame manner, and found the De-. 
co&ion of a turbid colour, and reddifh like Mum 5 it is a Legu- 
men by this Intenle Colour, as well as by the Tafte, which was 
Sweetifh, Subacrid and Styptic. Note, that Snails and other In¬ 
fers are ufually mixt with it. 

I boy led Lngopus in the lame quantity as the other $ the Tafte 
of the Decoction was ftyptic, crude and bituminous. 

The Cart ex Pentium is ftyptic and binding \ the Seed of it mu¬ 
cilaginous and loofening 5 and this breeds an ill, flatulent and 
crude Juice, obftru&ing tire circulation of the Blood and Spirits, 
injurious to tire Sight and Menfes and by their flatulency pro¬ 
ducing turbulent Dreams.

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The Leaves of Liquor A teel'gumrnofe, the Root$ -are fweet 
and fuDacerbe. 

Tamarinds are of an acid, acrkfand fweet tnuei’aginotrs Tallej 
the Stones have the figure, or Lupis, - the Leaves of Tamarinds. 5 
are of an acid agreeable Tafte •, and ; they muft be referred to the 
Services and Berberries, tiro by the Cods and Seeds I erroneouily 
haveciafs'd them with Caffla or Lupins. 

Fumaterry isfubacrid, bitteriih, mucilaginous, and legumen, tho 
the Rowers be not. 

Radix Cava has bitter fweet Roots like Beans, and a mealy fub-- 
acrid Tafte •, the Leaves have a crude fmeillike Furni terry, and of 
the fame virtue. 

The Skin of the Bean is ftypti:, but the fiefhy part bitterifh le¬ 
guminous. 

Coffee isbitterifh and of the Bean kind,in which there isa Volatile 
Salt, which raifes the Spirits, and produces Urine and the Menfes. 

Orobus is of an ingrateful birteriili Tafte? all the bitter Legu- 
mens open oblkuUions and promote Urine, as Kidney Beans, &c. 

I boy led Broom |j in Water ttj toft>!?,,the Tafte was moderately 
bitter, fweet andftyptic, not naufeous, and without any heat. 1 

I hoyled of Gem ft a Spinoja rootes fj in.tbj of Water to |t>p, 
the Colour was like Small Beer, the Tafte mucilaginous, ftyptic-, 
without any great bitterifhnefs or acrimony •, the Hoot taftes bit- 
terifh, mucilaginous, ftyptic ? it may be proper for the Stone by 
thofe Taftes, and for Fluxes. 

The Leaves of Brufcits have the fmell of Broom when bruifed, 
and its bitterifhnefs and ftyptlcity and fweetnefs, and are fubacrid ? 
and by this Tafte a Legumen. 

Crato deferibes Sena as if it had VifciJim^iuid ^hy which it gripes? 
and by. the Tafte. he difeovered the bitterifhnefs and attrition. 
Maitbioh/s obferved its vifeous Tafte and bitterifhnefs. with a vi- 
rofe naufeous odor, like CynogloJJe ox Runic a. The/filiquag as 
well as the fweet tafte and flowers, prove it a legumen. 

Rolygah hoyled with the Blue Flowers gave a Colour Blue like 
Violets, and the Tafte was very mucilaginous, the Plant is aro¬ 
matic, acrid. 

Tj of Violatri Color hoyled in tfej of Water to half, made a De¬ 
coction of a Greenifh Colour, like Cowftip Wine, and it rafted 
gratefully and mucilaginous ? the Roots of Rolygala are acrid and 
aromatic ? it purges Bile. 

The DecoUion of the Root of Renclymemm is ftyptic and 
bitter, and of fweet leguminous Tate, Put- 
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Purple Trefoyleis mucilaginous and ftyptic,bv which it cools Feavcriflj 
heats, .and by its burning acrimony i t expel the putrid particles in Pe¬ 
techial Fea vers and Fluxes. 

The Leaves of Red Trefoyl rubbed fmell acid, and the Flowers bruifed 
ihiell like Woodbind. The Deco&ion of in tfcj of Water to half gave 
a* Greenifh Colour, pale; and. the Tafte was of a crude mucilaginous le~ 
guminous Tafte, with an acrimony, by which ’tis a great Diuretic and 
Ophthalmic. 

The Decoction of* Purple Trefoyl has a turbid Colour, and mucilagi¬ 
nous Tafie. 

The Leaves of Periclymemm are acid and acrid; the Flowers more fweet, 
the ftyle is of a Bean Tafte, and the Twigs or the lame. 

The Stamina have the Tafte of the Flower,and thei r Heads are very acrid. 

T r ifolium Frut leans is Baccifcrous, with a Blue Juice, and tho it wants 
^Cods"tis a Legumen, as well as Periclymenum, which isbecciferous. 

The Flowers of Aiparagusare hexapetali, and of an Herbaceous color ; 
‘the Seed is a Pea, without a Cod, the Root is of a fweet glutinous acrid 
Tafte; the tops of it boy led referable Peas Pottage, and are evidently of a 
Leguminous Tafte. 

In the Legumens there are irregular, in Flowers Cods, they are not- 
withftanding certainly of that Clafs ; by which we may infer, that the 
Tafte gives the mott certain character of a Clafs. 

The Herba Minioja has an Herbaceous odot, and a mucilaginous bit¬ 
ten fh ingrateful Tafte; the Root is of a Tafte more gra. without, bit- 

terifhnefs, but of a violent- ihiell like Garlick when firft got, offending 
the Smell and Head, and is accounted a Poyfbn, A^oriforf. 

Mefue obferves that Pfyllmm has contrary Virtues; his of a mucilagi¬ 
nous, acrid and naufeous Tafte: The Medulla is hot and exulcerating; 
the Cortex is rnoyftening and cooling. 

Goflipium is a Plant like Linum, both in Leaves, Flower and Stalk. 

There is a bitternefs in Linaria Morfon . Linaria is by its Flower of 
the Leguminous Clafs,and probably Linum is of the fame,tho the Flowers 
difagree, being like it in Leaves. 

Linleed has the fame virtue as Fennugreeke, which is a Legumen. The 
Leaves of Flax are gummofe and birterifh, fubacrid; the Flowers are Fen- 
■tapetalij which differ from the Legumens. 

I boy led of Galega in ft; of Water to the half, the Color was pale, 
the Tafte naufeous, bitter fweet and mucilaginous, and the Odor naufe- 
ous-and foetid. 

The frefh Leaves of Trifolium Afphaltites fmells like Rue, when ripe 
like Bitumen. 

The Decoction of Ononis was mucilaginous, fubacrid, the Colour was 
Greenifh. 

• The Leaves of Confolida Regain are of a crude fmel!, the Seeds are in 
Cods and Tafte leguminous. The whole Plant is of a difigrceable Tafte. 

Glaftum and Opiogloj'fam are of the fame virtue, and Luteola is like 
'them ; place them here or with theCrefles, 

Thalittrum muff be referred to the Docks botliby its tafte and virtue. 

Lignum Nephritieum is fubacrid and bitterifh. 
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
